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Verbs  with  two  objects 

Some  verbs  that  have  two  objects  can 
make  two  different  active  sentences, 
and  so  two  different  passive 
sentences  too. 


Active: 

^ > He  sold  me  the  bag. 

> He  sold  the  bag  to  me 
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Verbs  with  two  objects 


You  can  choose  either  of  the  two 


objects  to  be  the  subject  of  the 
passive  sentence. 

Passive 

>1  was  sold  the  bag  (by  him) 

>The  bag  was  sold  to  me  (by  him). 


Other  verbs  like  this  are:  ask,  offer, 
teach,  tell,  lend,  promise,  give,  throw.

The  teeth  are 
together,  and  as  the  air 
comes  out.

This  sound  is  made  simply  by  pressing 
the  lips  together  lightly. 

It's  a nasal  consonant  in  which 
airstream  passes  through  the  nose.

To  create  the  'n  sound'  /n/,  the  air 
is  blocked  from  leaving  the  mouth 
by  pressing  the  tip  against  the  tooth 
ridge  and 

the  sides  of  the  front  of  the 
tongue  against  the  side 
teeth,  allowing  air  to  pass 
out  through  the  nose.
